The Pittances New York City Pays 


for the Services of Heart Rnd 


Humanity.

The publication yesterday of the full list of 


city officiate, with their salaries, discloses a 
very anomalous condition of things. 
Some 


departments evidently pay salaries that can- 
not bt> called otherwise than liberal, while 
others &ro a discredit to tlio city in tlioir mia- 
erable inadequacy. 


The legislative department, with its president 


tt S'-.OOO, and twenty-three aldermou at t'2,000, 
being nimc of an ornamental than utilitarian 
laturo, cannot be considered in an analysis of 
this character. A salary of $'3,000 for threu 
tours' talk once R week is as great a marvel 
n its «ay an is a salary of $:!00 to a well edu- 
cated, experienced physician for acvon day-i' 
work of a week of seventeen hours each 


The auditing bureau is apparently the rich- 
istof the bureaus, while the department of 
charities and uon fictions iw only relieved from 
:he charge of wholesale boggailiuoss by the 
salary of 3'">,000 whieli] it gives to each of it4 
commissioners. 


The most miserable showing throughout the 


whole soi vice is the scandalously low r.ito paid 
to the medical force. 
While pnson keepeis 


are pnid at tiie rate of 8750, junior clocks at 
91,100, messengers at $800 to 81,'JUO and ch-iv- 
ersat $700, utirgeoui n-cc-ivo only from *:;uu 
:o $550. 


Is it not a N onder that the scandals which 


arise in connection with the wrongful detuii- 
ion of alleged insane people, the impropci 
reatincut of patients and the uncertain attend 
itnco of doctors are not more t'rciiiieut? 


Police surgeons are beet provided for. their 


ialary;bcing $2,250; and tuo officials ol tho Cit\ 
Asvlum for the Insane receive I'.'^Oll, ?l,%'0, 
(7&flan<l $100, respectively, HO that ai thej 
lave board, etc., in addition, they uio not so 
jidly paid. 
But the other medical oflicers of this depart- 


ment me either shockingly underpaid or the 
medical service is very inferior

At the Tombs, thirty-eight keepers got jrtSO 


each, while the medical officsrs only irceivu 
S900, S550, $430 and $100, respectively, a total 
of *a,«0 for the medical attendance of SOU 
Deraous daily, at any hour, day 01 nighr, 
hronghout tho year. 
What doctor of any ability would consider 


$50 a fair compensation for a private practice 
of that extent '' And liow much time or atten- 
tion can be expected ot men with a private 
practice for such a low rate of i enumeration'' 


At BellovuQ hospital the physician geta $300, 


tho ambulance driver $430 anil tlio register 
clerk $480. The watchman, & very responsible 
official, only receives JSIIO— a very madoqimto 
salary — but even that is better by 1MX) than the 
physician's. Tliephyeiciauiuay considei the 
practioo gome compensation, but 
-n hat skill 
;an the patients get at that price? 


At Ninety-ninth Street hospital, the house 


surgeon receives $10 per week '.for keeping up 
[lie myatory which surrounds thin building. It 
la situated in a most inaccessible place, and is 
almost solitary. In faot the only reason that 
BO far has been soon foi its existence is that 
Mr Biennau, one of the coinmissiouei B, iu said 
LO own the house, and would sooner let it even 
for flat purpose than bee it go to ruins 


At tho Charity hospital a chaplain is paid 


$450 but no appropriation is made for a doc- 
tor. 
At the penitentiary it take* two wardeus, 


at a salary together of *S,730 (which is well 
uarnod, be it said), tif tv-flvo Heopei sand guards, 
received $950 to $550 per annum ; but no doc- 
tor is provided for. The almshoubo bus hi o 
chaplains, costing $900, but no doctor, The 
workhouse has seven keepers, besides thii teen 
other 
attendants, but no doctor. 
1'or all 


these places either the humanity of <lo<;toiH 
who give gratuitous service is defended upon. 
or the medical officers have to acki this to tlieir 
other duties. 
The lunatic asylum pays a medical superin- 
tendent; $1.WO, which is princely by compar- 
ison; at Ilaudall'B island the medical superin- 
tendent receives $1,650; but the lufants, hos- 
pital which pays $700 to its engineer, only al- 
lows $650 to its physicians 
The branch 


workhoiiuo at Hart a island, has a chaplain 
who lives on Staten inland, with a salaiy of 
J450, but no doctor. 
The fire department has three medical 


officers at a cost of $0,250, which M not loo 
much, 
The apparent inconsistencies of this state 


of affairs may bo reconcilable, but upon the 
face of it, it looks as if there at o belter oc- 
cupations tnan that of surgeon to a city insli- 
tuiiou.

ALL IN DANGER— THE APPROACHES TO 


OOrNTT BBIDQE GONE. 


Great concern iu all parts ofjthe city 


was felt yesterday and last evening for 
the safety of the railway and wagon 
bridges which span the Sangamon, and 
inquiries as to their condition were as 
frequent as in election times when the 
returns make the result one way or the 
other rather doubtful. Yesterday after- 
noon it was reported that the I., B. & W. 
(old I., D. .V H.1 bridge, u few miles east 
o( tho city, had been undermined and 
washed away. 
A reporter visited the 


depot nt 0 o'clock, and soon learned that 
the report was untrue. After the eastbonnd 
passenger train hnd passed over the 
bridge, at about noon, the bridge settled 
a few inches at the east end, and before 
the westbound train reached the river the 
displacement was noticed. The passen- 
gers got ont of tlie coaches and walked 
over the bridge, and the train going very 
slowly passed over in safety. During a 
freshet some time ago this same bridge 
swung out o£ place a few inches, but it 
was repaired. Doubtless it is considered 
safe, or trains would not be permitted to 
pass over it. 
The noon passenger train 


on this road pulled out to the bridge, but 
it came back to the city fearing to risk 
crossing the shaky structure. It is now 
probable that trains will not be permitted 
to pass over the bridge until after all 
danger is passed. 


The Wabash is compelled to transfer 


passengers and baggage at the Riverton 
bridge. 


THE OLD COUNTY BBIEGE, 


above the water works, is having a hard 
struggle with the rushing torrent and 
ice. It came through all right last night, 
but this morning the water was within a 
foot and a half of the stringers of the main 
span, and the trestle approaches of both 
sides of the bridge are loosened and ont 
of place. The bridge has been braced by 
Commissioner Mafflt, assisted by a force 
of men, and it is believed that it will re- 
main on the stone piers, which stand firm. 
Not BO much danger is now apprehended 
from the ice gorging, as most ot it is ont 
ot the main channel and has floated to 
the right und left of the main current, 
lodging between trees nnd breaking up 
in sections. 


LATER—At two o'clock this afternoon 


Commissioner' Maffit reported that the 
trestle work approaches on both sidea of 
the county bridge yielded at about 11 
o'clock and wore swept down the stream, 
passing under the railroad bridge without 
doing any damage. The covered wagon 
bridge now stands alone with n wild 
waste of water on all sidea of it. This 
forenoon Mr. Maffit, who was unable to 
get any man to brave the danger and do 
the work, got into a boat himself, and 
taking ropes, he braced the threatened 
bridge more securely. It is believed that 
if this structure topples over, tho bulky 
thing will RO down the stream with such 
force as to knock the stone piers frqrn 
under the Central railroad bridge. The 
situation is considered so critical by the 
railroad management that they sent a 
messenger to Mr. Maffit this afternoon 
offering him 8100 to go out into the 


Deadly Assaults. 


A gentleman who arrived in the city 


this morning gives meagre particulars of 
two deadly affrays which occurred yester- 
day—one in Tnsoola, and the other at 
Scotland, a small station some miles dis- 
tant. A young man at Tusoola quarreled 
with a young lady to whom he had been 
paying marked attentions. The row end- 
ed in the young man assaulting the girl 
with a knife. He inHicted a severe and 
probably fatal wound, extending from 
the collar bone across the breast down 
within a few inches of the waist. The 
sanguinary affray at Scotland was one in 
which two of the village doctors figured. 
On Wednesday a physican, whose name 
our informant did not learn, received a 
written valentine of an insulting charac- 
ter, and supposing that it came from Dr. 
Jencks, with whom he had been at enmity 
for several months, he went to that physi- 
cian's office on yesterday and accused him 
of being the author of the valentine. 
Jencks denied the accusation, and after a 
few words, the caller pulled out a revolver 
and commenced firing at Jencks. The 
latter luckily dodged the bullets and 
finally got possession of the revolver after 
a scuffle and shot his assailant twice. It 
was reported last evening that the recipi- 
ent of the Valentino was in a dying con- 
dition.

OTHEB BRIDGES. 


Commissioner Antrim and Overseer Dil- 


lehuut, who spent yesterday and part of 
last night and to-day at .tho Cow Ford 
and Spangler bridges, report that these 
structures are standing, the pressure re- 
markably well. There has been no break 
yet in the grades'or spans of either bridge. 
They placed a force of men in charge of 
the bridges last night. They reported 
to-day that at three o'clock this morning 
the river commenced falling, and it was 
lower by several inches at 10 o'clock than 
it was at the same time yesteiday. The 
ice has floated off into the bottoms and 
has melted so that no further damage is 
apprehended from ice gorging. In case 
ot a second rise of the water it is believed 
that part of the Spangler grade, which is 
comparatively new, will be washed away. 
It waa gouged in places yesterday by the 
water. A farmer passed over the Cow 
Ford bridge at 9 o'clock this forenoon. It 
seemed to be in good shape at that hour. 
The report was in circulation on the 
streets this forenoon that Rea's bridge 
was in n shaky condition, but it lacks 
confirmation. Passage of teams over the 
Mt. Pulaski bridge which spans turbu- 
lent Stevens Creek is interrupted on ac- 
count of the water. The wagon bridge 
near the St. Louis railway bridge is safe 
but is partly under water and of no use 
at present. The Maffit bridge is safe. 


AN INCTDENT.

Emden, Logan county, where he has en- 
gaged a car for Stanton, Neb., for $65. 


Mr. Benjamin Burroughs, of Blooming- 


ton, has purchased Don Carlos' " T," a 
thoroughbred Jersey bull, No. 1230, regis- 
tered in the American Jersey herd book. 
The animal is a very fine one, and Mr. 
Burrows has purchased him with a view 
to improving his stock. 


Asbury Tribbett, who for many years 


has lived seven miles east of Lincoln, sold 
his well-improved farm of 160 acres lost 
week to John Weller for ten thousand 
dollars, or 162.50 per acre. Mr. Tribbit 
has purchased land near Chestnut and 
will remove thereto. 


W. E. Jones, of Logan, county, sold 47 


Poland-China hogs, averaging 311 pounds. 
One yearling weighed 570 pounds; the re- 
maining 46 were only nine months old. 
They were on pasture, without corn four 
months of the time, and were a remarka- 
bly smooth lot. The price paid for them 
was $6.25. 


Mr. J. W. Funk, who resides about a 


mile east of Hey worth, brought to Bloom- 
ington on Tuesday a sample of first-class 
seed corn that he took from his cribs ou 
his farm. The corn is from the crop of 
1881 and appears all good, and a number 
of experts who have examined it have no 
hesitancy in saying that it will grow. Mr. 
Funk has about 6,000 bushels of old corn 
and he thinks that 4,000 or 5,000 bushels 
of it will grow. He has filed the price of 
it nt 91.26 per bushel. 


Johnson It Armstrons, of Lincolu.have 


done a good business with their cattle 
raising the past year in Missouri, having 
cleared over $4,000. John Armstrong, 
who has charge of the ranch, comprising 
1600 acres, is well pleased with his loca- 
tion and speakes in the highest terms of 
that country. At present they have 216 
head of cattle, but it is their intention to 
buy 150 more in a few days. 


O. Barnum, a McLean county farmer, 


has tested three lots of corn gathered and 
saved expressly for seed. Of 97 grains, 
25 ears, 63 sprouted. Of 110 grains from 
25 ears of a second lot, 47 sprouted. Of 
100 grains f rom 25 ears of n third lot,only 
33 grains sprouted. None of these,it will 
be seen, were good enough to plant. Now 
is the time to test corn. Mr. Barnum 
planted his specimen lots in boxes of 
earth, kept near the stove and watered 
carefully with warm water- every other 
day. 


Frank Wheelock, a Bloomington auc- 


tioneer, scooped the country last week 
fromDelavan to Clinton, making six sales 
on the route and selling nearly $20,000 
worth of property. Brood mares brought 
from $125 to $315 each; two-year-old 
horse colts, from $196 to 8230; matched 
teams, $225 to 3425 per span; four two- 
year-old fillies, Clyde stock, aggregated 
$861; 0110 Clydesdale horse, $450; mules, 
8225 to 8887 per span; cows, $40 to $76; 
young sows, $15 to $20; corn in crib, 55 
per bushel; hay, $11 per ton. 


There seems to be a general opinion 


that fruit buds and winter wheat are 
killed by the ice. This by no means fol- 
lows, nnd even if it did, it is yet too soon 
to tell. Three yeara ago the wheat fields 
were covered with ice for some time and 
the crop was one of tho heaviest ever 
grown in the county. A fruitful year al- 
most always succeeds fruit storms. The 
orchards in this vicinity have not sus- 
tained any very serious damage.- Cham- 
paign Gazette.
